am willing to make allowance, but at the 
same time advise them to be careful how 
they “throw stones,” and to reflect on what 
sort of houses they live in.

LETTER—NO. I. 
Tuskegee, May 9th 1836. 

Dear Sin—Herewith you will find trans- 
mitted a copy of a communication of this 
date from sundry citizens of Macon County 
in behalf of themselves and others, in rela- 
tion to a demand by them on me for a list 
from your office of the caaes of alleged frauds 
in the sale of Indian Lands, reported upon 
by you in what is denominated M’Henry’s 
District. The gentlemen whose signatures 
are affixed to the within communication 
called upon me stating as will be perceived 
in it, that they had held a conversation with 
some of a company engaged io the specula- 
tion upon Indian Lands, the same being also 
contractors to remove the Creeks by emi 
gration, (viz:) Messrs. Woodward and 
Walker, and ii had been represented to them) 
by the latter, that provided there could be 
obtained from thema copy of the above 
mentioned cases, as marked for reversal by 
you, “they believed they could compromise 
and settle with the Indians, and immediate- 
ly remove them,” and that in order to bring 
about an event so desirable as their removal 
in the present state of affairs in the country, 
disturbances having recently before com- 
menced among some of the towns of the 
Lower Creeks, and also that there might no 
longet remain to the members with whom 
they conversed any sufficiently good or as 
signable cause on that account for longer 
delay in the effecting of such removal they 
had made the demand on me, &c. ‘To which 

-T replied that you were then absent, that 
you bad strictly and uniformally forbidden 
the furnishing of transcripts of such matters 
from the records of your office, whensocver 
there was a probability of there being eim- 
ployd fer speculative purposes; but as thie 
gbject contemplated by their application at 
least on their part, could manitestly have 
been made by them for no such end, hut as 
they had avowed for the present tranquili- 
zing of the excitement of the country and 
the effecting of an immediate emigration of 
the Indians of that part of the nation or 
District, 1 would take upon myself the re- 
sponsibility of delivering to them the list of 
cases demanded, believing that had you been 
present forthe promotion aud accomplish 
ment of the end avowed by the citizens, 
you Would not most likely have withheld it, 
but have yielded 1 according to their wish- 
es. At the time of the delivering of the 
copy, 1 informed the gentlemen that it was 
the only correct one On the hiles of the oftice, 
and in consequence ‘‘i's restoration was pro- 
mised as soon a8 a transcript could be made 
of it, for which purpose | was informed, it 
was handed to the before named contract- 
ors, Walker and Woodward, in who:e pos- 
session the citizens left it.

Requisitions of the citizens of Macon county 
TuskeGee, May 9th, 1836. 
Major Thomas J Abbott: 


Sia—We, the undersigned citizens of 
Macon county, induced by the disturban 
ces which recently have taken place in the 
lower part of the Creek Nation, and the 
unfriendly symptoms evinced by the Creeks 
there, having had a conversation with some 
of the company speculating on Indian re- 
serves, the same being also contractors to 
remove or take off the Creek ludian tribe 
by emigration, and in that conversation hav- 
ing informed them that the Indians of this 
District were for the most part so far as we 
could learn, desirous and even anxious to 
emigrate immediately to Arkansas, but were 
kept trom so doing, aod detained here by 
the unsettled state of their affairs, and more 
particularly of their lands, numerous com- 
plaints have been made by them of having 
the matter of the sale of them been person 
ated fraudulently by others, and of having 
never themselves alienated or conveyed 
them, and being made to understand by said 
purc'aser of Indian lands, and also contract- 
ors, that if they could procure a copy of the 
complaints that had been made before Dr. 
M’Henry and Col. Hogan in the Laod Dis- 
trict of said M’Henry, marked for reversal 
and already reported on, they believed they 
could compromise and settle with the com- 
plainants, and then immediately remove 
them. We have, in consequence, called 
upon you with a view of procuring such a 
copy, understanding that a schedule of teese 
complaints was in your possession, in order 
that by furnishing the gentlemen alluded to, 
with the same, there might no longer be 


this account, for their delay in the emigra- 


tention of them.

From Opothle Yoholo. 
Tuckabatchee, Feb. 14, 1836. 

Dear Friend—\ have been waiting iv 
anxious expectation to see you fur some 
time, but have been disappointed. Owin. 
tothe many complaints, which are lodged 
with me daily, from the Chiefs of the dif 
ferent towns of Judge Tartaot’s district, 
You being thé only friend at this time to 
whom we can jvok for protection, or in 
whom wecanconfide, compels me thus to 
addreag you. The Chiefs inform me, tha: 
the white people have persuaded nearly ail 
their people to sell their lands, aud after 
having had their lands certified to, and te- 
ceived their money, have been made to give 
itup again, by the very men who have 
bought their lands, either by force, or tales 
raised for the purpose. 


They have been told by these men, that 
it was General Jackson’s wish, that they 
should not hold money, and they been seut 
as agents to receive their money, and hold 
) it until they arrive in Arkansas: aod conse- 
| quently a great many of them have given up 
their money, thinking that whatsoever their 
Great Father said could not be otherwise 
than for their benetit, and whenever these 
tails would fail, it has been taken by force. 


It was their calculation to ha.e emi- 





their cattle, corn, and every thing necessary 
for a support, and are now left in a state of 
starvation. It istheir earnest request, that 
you should come up among them; tor it is 
highly necesssary that something shuuld be 
dune immediately. 

You will please answer this as soon as 
you recrive it, and inform me at what time 
you can go up, or whether you go or not, 
in order that l can iaform the Chiefs when 
to expect you.

tied—and in the re-certification, that you 
stated publicly that you did not know that 
you were authorised. to act, and gave no- 
tice that by acting you were noi to be con 
aidered as tucurrig auy manner of respon. 
sibility. Neeves sayshe didnot see and 
dves not kuow cf the re-certification—that 
he was one of the firm of A Seals & Co.— 
that they informed him tat the land had 
been re-purchased and re certified, and call 
ed uponand received from him bis propor. 
tion of the purchase money, 

Glenn says that he did not see and does 
not know that the te-certification had been 
made—but was informed by several meam- 
bers of the firm of A Seals & Co that the 
land was re-sold and re certified, Finding 
upon this close and particular re examina- 
lion, that the proot was deficient, 1, the 
same day, Wrote again to the Secretary of 
War, stating the tacts «pecially, my belief 
of a misrepresentation by some of the firm, 
of A. Seals & Co and that Ifelt it my duty 
as an honuiable man, promptly to reiract 
the charge against you. The letier making 
the charge was written one day, and the 
letier explaining and retracting it werittea 
the next day, and ail about the tume of draft- 
ing the letter first here mentioned. ‘hus, 
sis, | lope you will perceive that whilst | 
have been aud am determined to maintaio 
y oWn rights as faras | have the power, 
I have beeu and am as scrupulously regard- 
ful of the rights of others.
